The pigmies at present in England 
are giants compared with some of the 
tribes of natives who inhabit the wild, 
desolate and almost unknow Pamir 
plateau to the northwest of the Hin- 
doo Koosh range of mountains in 
Central Asia. 

So great is the altitude of this great 
tableland that geographers refer to it 
as “the roof of the world.” Few, 
indeed, are the travelers or explorers 
who have ever ventured even on to 
its southern fringe, lying just beyond 
the northwest frontier of India. 

But the scientific world is being 
startled by the news which is leaking 
out of the results of the explorations 
by the two Danish officers, Messrs. 
Oloufsen and Philipsen, who have re- 
cently penetrated into some strange 
corners of this hitherto mysterious 
region. 

They have an astounding tale to 
tell. But they have brought back 
with them over 300 photographs in- 
contestably proving what they say. 
In parts of the Pamirs, it appears, the 
people are not only all dwarfs, but 
the very animals of the district, both 
wild and domestic, are corresponding- 
ly dimunitive in stature. 

The full-grown men and women are 
rarely a yard high. Their donkeys 
and their horses, which in appearance 
resemble our smallest ponies, are 
about the size of large dogs. 

The bulls and cows — fierce little 
creatures — are no larger than a new- 
| born European calf, and the sheep

Tigers no larger than kittens are said 
to infest the hills. 

Smaller and lower even in the 
human scale, however, than these 
Asiatic pigmies are some creatures 
which the natives of the great Congo 
Basin in Africa call Kaieke, and will 
insist are men and not beasts. 

The Kaieke arc said to have very 
long hair, small, keen eyes, to be very 
wild — never coming into towns — and 
only to be seen in the brush, where 
they sometimes try to hold converse 
with the natives. 

Mr. H. F. McGarvie, too, an Ameri- 
can showman, recently returned from 
a trip to Mexico with photographs of 
some extraordinary tribes of pigmies 
he discovered in the vicinity of Tux- 
pan. 

One man named Pedro and his two 
dimutive daughters ran out of their 
hut and along a creek, where the tall 
grass completely hid them from view. 

The grass was hardly knee high to 
the showman. Yet it was like a forest 
to the little people, and Mr. McGarvie 
could only locate them by the com- 
motion they caused in the vegitation 
by their shrill cries. 

He found them to be a race of mid- 
get Indians, speaking a patois of 
Spanish, so that he had little difficul- 
ty in understanding them. None of 
the little people are more than two 
feet high, and Mr. McGarvie expects 
to have a group of them on view 
shortly in New York. 

Another race of dwarfs, discovered 
by a Mr. J. D. Sullivan on one of the 
tributaries of th,e Amazon, are a peo- 
ple remarkable chiefly for their ugli- 
ness. Their stomach, which is dis- 
tended in the back as well as in front, 
is out of all proportion to their tiny 
spindPng arms and legs. 

This is because of their habit of 
gorging. After a hunt they will eat 
like animals, and„then lie listlessly in 
the hot tropical sun for days until 
hunger again impels them to get 
more game. 

In the same way among the wan- 
dering African pigmies a slain ele- 
phant becomes the site of a new 
camp until all its flesh is consumed, j 
when the little men move off in search 
of a fresh quarry, which they blind be- 
fore spearing to death by shooting | 
poisoned arrows into its eyes. 

Individual pigmies, however, it is 1 
said, may also be encountered in the 
villages of the big negroes, where 
they are petted as curiosities.

Record Wheat Crops. 

[Walla Walla, Wash., Telegram to 
Cincinnati Enquirer.] 

Reports to the State Grain Inspec- 
tor from nearly all the grain-growing 
sections of the State of Washington 
have resulted in the State Inspector’s 
predicting that Washington will har- 
vest the largest wheat crop in her 
history. Circular letters received 
from several large growers and mill 
men throughout the state show the 
prospect of a large crop, but also 
show that the acreage is larger than 
for many years. The yield will prob- 
ably yield from 22 to 25 bushels per 
acre. The crop of barley is fair and 
will probably yield from 35 to 40 
bushels to the acre. Oats will yield 
from 35 to 40 bushels per acre. 

One leading miller stated that he 
had not tested any of the new wheat , 
that graded less than 58 pound, and 
some of ft tested 62 pounds. 

Oregon also is havesting one of the 
largest crop in her history.
